States, kicks off Sept.3, when tickets will 
go on sale at 640 locations in Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, 

The first. drawing for a Tri-State 
Megabucks jackpot will be held Satur- 
day, Sept. 14, and broadcast on WMTW. 

The Tri-State game requires players to 
pick six numbers, which are immediate- 
ly relayed, via a computer hook-up, to 
lottery headquarters in Augusta, The 
player receives a computer printout of 
his numbers, 

The Tri-State Megabucks will be run 
by Scientific Games, Inc., of Atlanta, Ga. 

Organizers say there will likely be 
million dollar jackpots for the winners. 
This assumption is based, said a 
spokesman at’ a press conference 
held yesterday in Vermont, on the 
fact that residents in northern New 
England spend about $1.2 million 
each week on games. in New York 
State and Massachusetts. If a week 
goes by with no winner, the amount of

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Bethel tourism 
booming in July 


“The word is out that Bethel is 
desirable,” says Ginger Kelly, of Maine 
Street Realty, 

“The area has the tranquil, natural en- 
vironment that tourists are seeking,” 
says Stan Howe, of the Moses Mason 
House museum, 

“We have provided a better value for 
the tourists than many: of the traditional, 
developed summer areas," .explains Dick 
Rasor of The Bethel Inn, 

“There seems to be more awareness of 
the area through advertising and promo- 
tion,” says Hugh Chapman of the 
Edelweiss Country Store. - 

A July business survey of the area, 
conducted by the Bethel Area Chamber 
of Commerce, indicates that business is 
up in food, lodging and retail sales 
anywhere from 10 percent to 50 percent 
over the same period last year, The an- 
nual Mollyockett Day festival saw atten- 
dance reportedly triple, with the sponsor- 
ing Lion’s Club having its best fund- 
raising day ever. 

Inquiries to the Bethel Area Chamber 
of Commerce have doubled this summer, 
and The Bethel Inn reports a 38 percent 
jumpin the number of golfers on the pic- 
turesque 9-hole course. 

Bethel continues to grow in tourist 
facilities this summer. Five new bed and 
breakfast establishments have opened, 
as well as new condominiums at the 
Bethel Opera House. A new attraction, 
the Bethel Area Steam Era Railroadiana 
Museum, featuring Grand Trunk 
Railway memorabilia, opened July 4th. 
A bakery and gift shop have opened in 
Bethel, and improvements have been 
made to nearly all existing businesses on 
Main Street. 

The Bethel Inn will be constructing a 
conference center this fall, with ground- 
breaking expected next month. Sunday 
River Ski Resort is expanding, with two 
more chairlifts, snowmaking, new trails 
and 82 new condominiums. Mt. Abram 
Ski Slopes is installing snowmaking. 

“The whole area ts coming on strong,” 
exclaims Joe Robiller, owner of The 
Boiler Room Restaurant and Lake 
iad as Condominiums, in Bryant 
Pond.

Local taxpayers 
favor defense cuts 
but no cuts in SS 


In a poll conducted by Rep. Olympia 
Snowe’s office, local taxpayers said they 
would be in favor-of cutting the budget 
by freezing defense expenditures, but 
would be against any freeze on Social 
Security cost-of-living adjustments. .. 

With over 6,000 responses, 71 percent 
of those. responding said they would be 
against a budget freeze that held Social 
Security payments at. current. levels 
without increases for cost-of-living, 
despite the fact that such an overall 
freeze would save $38 billion on next 
year’s federal budget. 

On the other hand, 64 percent of the 
respondees said they would be in favor 
of a budget freeze that left Social Securi- 
ty alone but held military spending at 
current levels. The savings on such a 
move would amount to $32 billion, Rep. 
Snowe's office estimated. 

Taxpayers indicated they were against 
most federal programs aimed at helping 
the less-affluent segments of society and 
also against most subsidy programs. By 
a majority of 68 percent, respondees 
were in favor of limiting eligibility for 
subsidized student loans and were in 
favor of other restrictions on federal stu- 
dent aid. The estimated savings would 
amount to $3 billion. 

On the question of phasing out crop 
price supports and other farm subsidies 
and farm assistance programs, 70 per- 
cent of the respondees were in favor of 
such cutbacks, which would. offer a 
budget savings of $6.6 billion.

Megabucks not a windfall — 


- In press conferences in Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire yester- 
day, lottery officials from the three states praised the imminent dawn- 
ing of Tri-State Megabucks, The new game is supposed to provide 
money for the northern New England states—money that is now go- 
ing to New York State and Massachusetts through their big jackpot 
games. 

- Maine Lottery Director Richard (“Spike”) Carey told reporters in 
Augusta he expected Maine’s annual lottery revenues to double, from 
the present $4.5 million, to $9 million with the added revenue from 
megabucks. (The revenues go into the general fund.) 

While it’s too early to tell if that will happen, what seems very clear 
is. that the operator of the game, Scientific Games, Inc., of Atlanta, 
Ga., will certainly clean up. The publicist for the Maine commission 
told The Citizen the state’s contract with Scientific Games, Inc., gives

to the Georgia firm 4.5 percent of the gross. generated in Maine. 
This seems like a lot of money to give up—on top of the 50 percent 

given the winners and the 5 percent given the vendors. . 

- For comparison sake, in Massachusetts, where the lottery commis- 

sion itself is the operator, operating costs are only 2 percent of the 

gross, according to a Massachusetts Lottery Commission spokesman.

will be added to the following week’s 
jackpot. Each play costs $1. 

Of the total amcunt bet by players each 
week, 50 percent will be set aside for the 
winners. The jackpot winner must have 
all six of the numbers correctly.

So far, there are no local stores where 
players can play ‘Tri-State Megabucks, 
The nearest agents are in Rumford and 
Norway. 

‘Massachusetts. Lottery. Commission of- 
ficials seemed unconcerned by the immi- 
nent debut of a competing megabucks 
game. In fact, a spokesman for the 
Massachusetts commission told The 
Citizen he expects the Tri-State 
Megabucks to help his state’s game by 
getting people in the north country used 
to playing megabucks, 

The spokesman further said that he 
thinks people from northern New 
England will be disappointed in the small 
jackpots in Tri-State Megabucks. “The 
drawback is they’re not going to be able 
to generate the big jackpots.” Last week, 
the Massachusetts Megabucks jackpot 
was $5.6 million. The largest 
Massachusetts jackpot was $14.6 million; 
the second-highest was $12.6 million, the 
spokesman. said.

Dates announced 
for fall hunting 


The state Department of Inland 
Fisheries and Wildlife has announced the 
dates for the 1985. hunting season. They 
areas follows:

* Woodcock; Oct. 1-Nov. 14. 

« Common Snipe: Sept. 2-Dec, 16. 

« Ducks, Geese, Brant: season not yet 
set, but generally late-August or early- 
September. 

¢ Sea Ducks: Oct. 1-Jan. 15.- 

e Rails: Sept. 2-Noy. 9. 

* Gallinules: Sept. 2-Nov. 9, 

¢ Crow: March 14-April 30, July 16-Sept.

Some additional regulations are as 
follows: no bear hunting with more than 
four dogs. No bear hunting with dogs dur- 
ing the regular firearm season on deer. 
Beginning Sept. 19, non-residents hunting 
bear with dogs must employ and hunt 
with a resident Maine guide. 

There is no hunting on Sundays. Nor- 
mal shooting hours on animals are 
%-hour before sunrise to %4-hour after 
sunset, except that during any firearms 
season on deer, hunting closes at sunset 
for all species except raccoon. On game 
birds, shooting hours are *4-hour before 
sunrise to sunset, 

Hunting licenses are required and 
state and federal duck stamps for duck 
hunting.

REP. MILLS ATTENDS 
SEATTLE CONFERENCE 

Rep. Jeff Mills attended the National 
Conference of State Legislatures in Seat- 
tle this month as part of the Maine 
delegation, representing the Low Level 
Nuclear Waste Siting Commision. 
Members of the Maine Siting Commis- 
sion had the opportunity to visit the low 
level nuclear waste storage facility at 
Hanford, Wash., a desert area which has 
a 40-year nuclear history, dating back to 
the Manhattan Project in the 1940’s. Low 
level waste from Maine Yankee is cur- 
rently sent to the Hanford low level facili- 
ty for disposal. 

Mills attended presentations on the 
proposal for development of a federal 
high level waste facility at Hanford. He 
was impressed with the interest of the 
local community in having the facility 
and feels that the dry desert climate with 
a35" annual rainfall, as well as the com- 
munity’s long history of successful deal- 
ing with the nuclear industry make it a 
likely site for development. 

Rep. Mills was favorably impressed 
with the Hanford operation, and stated 
that he and Senator Ed Erwin will work 
to continue Maine's use of the facility.

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Woodburning increases 
use of forest resources 


From the beginning of this century, up 
until about 1950, wood ‘harvest levels 


- were quite low relative to the standing 


inventory of wood in Maine. However, 
wood harvest has nearly tripled since 
1960, with most of this increase haying 
occurred since 1970, ; 

Major factors contributing to this 
change have been steady increases in 
pulp wood harvest and an explosion in 
the harvest of fuel wood since the oil 
crisis of 1973. Today, almost as much 
wood is harvested in Maine for fuel as for 
pulp production, Fifteen years ago, the 
fuel wood market was almost non- 
existent. 

From a statewide perspective, Maine 
is not overcutting its forests...yet. Annual 
average timber harvest is closer to.an- 
nual growth for many species than it was 
a decade ago. At the present. time, 
overall wood harvest is about.60 percent 
of growth. However, there is substantial 
variation in this balance from region to 
region and species to species, Of par- 
ticular note: = 

* Over the past decade, harvest in 
Washington County was more than twice 
growth (largely due fo spruce 
budworm). 

«Harvest also exceeded growth in 
Penobscot.County, while in Piscataquis 


- County harvest was in equilibrium with , 


growth. : 

¢ Beech and balsam fir. were the only 
two major species where harvest exceed- 
ed growth over the past decade. Disease 
and insect damage were largely respon- 
sible for the slowdown in growth. 

Over the next.40 years, harvest of fuel 
wood is expected to-rise to two or trhee 
times its current level, due primarily to 
the construction and operation of in- 
dustrial wood chip boilers for steam 
generation and power production. 

Pulp wood harvest is also expected to 
increase steadily, but at a much lower 
rate. Little if any increase is anticipated 
in the overall harvest of saw timber. 

From a supply perspective, the most 
prominent concern today is the future 
availability of spruce and fir. The uneven 
age distribution of the spruce-fir 
resource, due to the spruce budworm’s 
cycle, may result in a shortfall sometime 
in the early part of the next century. 

As with all such projections there are 
many unknowns. For example, if oil 
prices rise and industries emerge that 
use wood as a chemical feedstock, de- 
mand could expand. If the development 
of electronic media capabilities results 
in a decline in the use of paper, demand 
could drop. ; 

Using the best available projections, it 
appears that harvest levels will approach 
annual tree growth within the next 20

This will be 
particularly apparent in spruce-fir 
forests as a result of the combined in- 
fluece of spruce budworm and increas- 
ed harvest levels. 

The above article is a summary of a 
portion of a study done by the Natural 
Resources Council of Maine, an in- 
dependent citizens’ conservation 
organization, with headquarters in 
Augusta.

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Notes from Woodstock 
Historical Society 
_ Here is an excerpt from a Civil War 
diary of a Maine man, John West Haley, 
It comes from the book “The Rebel Yell 
and the Yankee Hurrah,” by Ruth L. 
Silliker, 
August 6-22, 1862 
“During the summer of 1862 the North 
at last removed its gloves and a call was 
issued for 600,000 troops. It was under 
this muster that the 17th Maine was rais- 
ed, and in Company 1 of that regiment 
several companions and I signed up, Our 
enlisting was like many other things.in 
this world: one started and the rest 
thoughtlessly followed, like sheep over a 
fence, until six of us had enlisted from 
one class in Sunday School, Speaking for 
myself, I had no. inclination for the 
business, but once committed in a 
momentary spasm of enthusiasm to 
serve under. certain circumstances, 
which I never expected to occur, I found 
myself face to face with the alternative 
of going or showing a white liver by back- 
ing out. I decided to do as I had agreed 
and enlisted for ‘three years unless 
. sooner discharged.’ Shot or starved 
should have been added to the contract. 
“Given time for reflection, I hada thou- 
sand fears and misgivings, I moved ina 
dazed sort of way and couldn’t believe I 
had done such.a thing. Naturally timid 
and shrinking, it seemed impossible that 
I had, even for a moment, thought 
seriously of going into the service. I con- 
soled myself with the thought that I 
should, if I lived, have a chance to see 
some of the country and might witness 
a battle, which I greatly desired, only I 
wished to be a safe distance from it—a 
mile at least.”
